ST. LAWBENCE PROJECT 

-From Toronto Star 

The St. Lawrence deep waterway, as a 
navigation project, pure and simple, could 
be completed for *200,000.000. On that basis 
little opposition would be offered to It. But 
because the best way to build It would be 
to flood out the rapids and develop 2,000,000 
horsepower of electricity It Is furiously op¬ 
posed. The absurdity of this is seen when 
it is realized that the power on the interna¬ 
tional section is as good as an Inexhaustible 
gold mine producing ultimately *50,000.000 
of wealth annually. It is such a bonanza 
that private Interests woud Jump at the 
chance to make a gilt to the public of the 
waterway in return for the power rights. 
The public Is indisposed to create a vast 
private power monopoly and contemplates 
producing the power under public auspices. 
That explains why private power Interests on 
both aides of the line have combined to op¬ 
pose the deep waterway. An arrangement 
easily could be made for Ontario to take 
power from the St. Lawrence and pay for 
It only aa the power is needqd. The Hydro' 


who must have hated to vote against the 
Macintosh resolution, to appear even indi¬ 
rectly to favor the Oriental, because both 
parties arc unanimously opposed to Oriental 
immigration.
